general conclusion arrived at is 
that the ritual attracts Catholics 
and the lack of it must explain the 
indifference of Protestants. 

A summary of the studies and 
recommendations appeared in the 
Literary Digest recently. It em- 
phasized the fact that in Protestant 
churches the preacher and his ser- 
mon have been practically all that 
constituted Protestant worship, and 
that the preacher is no longer a 
drawing power. It was, therefore, 
recommended that more ritual be 
introduced into Protestant services. 

The Right Reverend Bishop Wil- 
bur P. Thirkield says: 

“The movement is springing up 
in the Protestant Church of Ger- 
many and other lands of the Re- 
formation, such as Holland and 


.| Switzerland. It has reached Ame- 


vica.” 

This Bishop Thirkield is Chair 
man of the Committees of Worship 
of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christin America, He 
bsays that years ago the Presbtyer- 
ian Church adopted a Book of 
Prayer, and that even the Congre- 
gational Church, which has grown 
out of the “unadorned meeting 
houses of the Puritans’, has intro- 
duced liturgy. 

The Bishop continues; 

“It is rather the securing of a 
sense of the presence of God in the 
service of the sanctuary. The lack 
of a spirit of orderly and devout 
conduct of the service and rever- 
ence in worship is a weakness in 
great numbers of our churches. 
Men crave to hear the note of eter- 
nity in the sanctuary.” 

Speaking of the Catholic Church 
Bishop Thirkield says: 

“The Roman Catholic goes tu 
church for worship and it is an oft- 
repeated saying that Protestantism 
brings a man to his feet, while 
Catholicism brings a man to his 
knees,” 

What these reverend gentlemen 
fail to take into account is that rit- 
ual has no significance, if it be dis- 
associated from dogmas of faith 
which Protestant churches have re- 
jected. It can be nothing more than 
an “empty ceremony”, a phrase so 
often used to express Catholic wor- 
ship. 

These churchmen are entirely 
wrong in their notion that ritual 
alone attracts Catholics. The aver- 
age Catholic prefers to attend the 
shortest Mass or the Mass which is 
attended by the least outward 
pomp. Church attendance by Cath- 
olies is based on what they believe 
about thé Mass, whether a low Mass 
or a high Mass. They believe that 
God is to be worshipped publicly at 
least once a week; they believe that 
the Mass is the official New Testa- 
ment form of worship, instituted 
by our Divine Savior on the eve of 
His death, a form of worship in 
which Christ declared He would be 
“a priest forever” through His 
Apostles and their successors, who

Perhaps you would be glad to 
know something about the Good 
Manners of letter writing. If peo- 
ple judge who and what we are by 
our spoken words and by our acts, 
they will certainly form some 
opinion about the letters we write 
them. There is an old expression 
that “Actions speak louder than 
words.” If that be true, then our 
written words, over which our 
friends dwell for some time while 
reading, may betray our manners.

For The Shanty Catholic. 


For the shanty Catholic—that’s 
the Catholic who is willing to ap- 
pear in any headline except that of 
Catholicity—the following sublime 
reflection of William Lyon Phelps, 
professor of literature at Yale, 
himself not a Catholic, might open 
new vistas of thought and offer in- 


ing firm faith in God and man, Pro- 
fessor Phelps states: “One of the 
greatest of the popes of Rome was 
Innocent XII, who lived from 1616 
to 1700. He was a statesman, a man 
of the world, a shrewd judge of hu- 
man nature, but yet was spiritually 
minded and with deep and sincere 
piety. Living through almost the 
whole of the 17th century, through 
the thirty years war so terrible in 
its devastation that it set the civil- 
ization of Germany back two cen- 
turies, surrounded as he was by a 
cynical skepticism worse than 
avowed atheism, he had every rea- 
son to look into the future with 
gloomy forebceding. 


“Browning, who elevated this 
pope into the greatest character he 
ever portrayed, made Innocent XII 
look into the coming century and, 
as he stood peering into the dark- 
ness, murmur the following medita- 
tion: 

What if it be the mission of that 


age, 

My death will usher into life, to 
shake 

This torpor of assurance from our 
creed 

Reintroduce the doubt discarded, 


bring 

That formidable danger back, we 
drove 

Long ago to the distance and the 
dark?

of several questions put to him last 

Sunday in the “Catholic Hour.” | 
The “Catholic Hour” is broadcast 
over a network of the National 
Broadcasting Company through 
Station WEAF, here, and is spon- 
sored by the National Council of 

Catholic Men. i 
The question on Sunday observ- 
ance was as follows: “Please state 
the attitude of the Catholic Church) 
towards the Commandment to keep | 
the Sabbath holy. I notice the 
Church schools or universities have 
some of their important games on 
Sunday.” 

“As to servile works,” Dr. Daly 
said, “we understand by them 
works in which the body has a 
larger share than the mind, and 
which are chiefly intended for the 
advantage of the body, in general | 
the rougher kind of manual labor | 
performed by ordinary working- 
men. However there are various 
reasons which justify servile works 
on Sunday such as dispensations, 
customs, the service of religion, the 
exercise of charity, and either pub- 
lic or private necessity.

“As to the works of religion im- 
plied in this Commandment, there 
is first the obligation of assisting 
at the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass; 
for Catholics are bound under grave 
obligation to fulfill this precept.

“The Church, however, has never 
forbidden any form of innocent 
amusement on Sunday, provided 
that the obligation of hearing Mass 
has been fulfilled.

Others finds just announced by 
Dr. Mader were an inscription of 
the Pharaoh Thutmoses III (1501 
to 1448 B. C.) and a scarab of 
Queen Teje, wife of the Pharaoh 
Amanophis III (1411 to 13875 B. C.) 
On the site of Kinnereth pieces 
of ceramic have been found, some 
of which belong to the Late Bronze 
Age and some to the Roman time.
